PUNCHARD - WINS TWO PRIZ

Miss Scott Receives First Prize for the Second Time at |SU™™* street with erysipelas. 
Lincolm Spelling Match Held in Town Hall 
on Friday Evening 


Miss Margaret W. Scott, a sophomore in 
the Punchard school, was for the second time 
the winner in both the Punchard and final 
contests of the Lincoln spelling match held 
in the Town hall on last Friday evening and 
received a prize of $10. 

Miss Daisy Stevens, also of the Punchard 
school, stood second in the Punchard contest 
and also in the finals and received a prize of 
six dollars. The third prize of $4 was won by 
Ruth Scannell, Grade 6, of the Bradlee 
school who also won the first prize of $3.75 
for her grade. More than twice as many 
girls as boys entered the contests and they 
carried off all the prizes but one. 

The prize-winners were as follows: 

Grade 5—Irene Chadwick of the Shaw- 
sheen school, first prize, $3.75; Lillian Kearn 
of the Bailey school, second prize, $2.50. 

Grade 6—Ruth Scannell of the Bradlee 
school, first prize, $3.75; Margaret Sparks of 
the John Dove school, second prize, $2.50. 

Grade 7—Charlotte Lipkin of the Stowe 
school, first prize, $3.75; Miriam Smith, 
Stowe School, second prize, 2.50. 

Grade 8—John Armitage, Stowe school, 
first. prize, $3.75; Bessie Munroe, Stowe, 
second prize, $2.50. 

Mrs. E. V. French of the School Board 
read the rules of the contest and awarded the 
prizes to the winners., The final contest, the 
three prizes which ¢ré provided for by the 
will of the late VarQum Lincoln, is open to 
pupils of the public schools between the ages 
of ten and eighteen, and the prizes for the 
two best spellers in Grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 are 
given by a member of the Lincoln family. 

Professor Charles H. Forbes of the Philli 
faculty gave out the words and kept the 
children and audience in good humor by 
his facetious remarks. Arthur W. Leonard 
acted as umpire. In his preliminary re- 
marks, Professor Forbes paid tribute to the 
thoroughness with which spelling is taught 
in the Andover public schools, the results of 
the instruction being quite apparent as the 
pupils enter higher institutions. 

The seven boys and eighteen girls who 
entered the contest from the fifth grade made 
an excellent showing, seven remaining 
standing when all the assigned words for the 
grade had been spelled. “‘ Associate’, 
“political” and “necessary ’’ were the words 
which thinned the ranks. The last boy was 
a victim of “treason” and ‘“‘occupant”’ 
reduced the numbers to two. Both failed 
on ‘“oculist’”’ and the deciding word was 
“secrecy.” 

“Qushion” for “cushion” and ‘mog- 
gage’’ for ‘‘mortgage’’ were the most amus- 
ing spellings perpetrated by Grade 6, and 
“familiar,” “prairie” and “ninetieth” aiso 

roved troublesome. Eleven boys and 
ourteen girls entered from this grade and 
when this number was reduced to two boys 
and two girls “divisible” subtratced the two 
boys. A book with extra words was then 
required to test the ability of the two re- 
maining girls.

KRUPPS NOW MAKING 
ARTIFICIAL TEETH 


Scientific Instruments Have 
Replaced Gun Products. 


Essen, Germany. —Quuantity produc- 
tion three years uyo of battleship tur- 
rets and rapid-tire guns was a feuture 
of the work here of the firm of Fried 
rich Krupp, once the symbol through 
out the world of armament manufac- 
ture; today this organization is mak 
ing artificial teeth and surgical instru- 
ments, 

Swords, or their more hideous mod- 
ern successors, the “Big Bertha” cun 
non, have literally been beaten into 
plowshures. The Krupps now turn oul 
agricultural machinery, railway en 
gines, automobile trucks, merchant 
ships, steel bridges, and a thousand 
und one smaller things. 

Artificial teeth und surgical instru- 
ments ure but two of the many minor 
articles manufactured in) what) was 
once the most formidable armament 
plant In the world. 

Use Same Staff. 

A striking feuture of the transfor- 
tation is the fact that the chunge has 
come about without change of techni 
cal engineers or skilled workers, 

In fact, one reason for turning into 
:uch activities as watch and clock 
making, moving picture manufactur- 
ing, and the construction of delicate 
mechanisms ror optical and micro 
scopical instruments, was the consid 
eration that a large staff of skilled 
workers and engineers used to be en 
guged in perfecting the delicate 
mechanisms of rapid-tiring guns and 
the like. 

These men, after the war, were com- 
pelled to turn from inventing und con 
structing engines of death to devising 
machinery for the advancement of 
civilization. Thus new types of turbine 
engines are being evolved, Diesel mo 
tors are belng improved upon, better 
processes of making steel are be ng 
experimented with. 

A word as to the magnitude of the 
Krupp plant at Essen: The area cov 
ered by the various buildings is al 
most 300 acres. The private railway 
which connects the various sections 
with each other travels nearly - five 
miles from one end of the plant to the 
other. 

The largest of the buildings, that 
devoted to locomotive construction, 
covers un area of 800,000 square feet 
und has a frontuge of 1,640 feet. The 
The four hydraulic presses for com- 
pressing blocks of steel exert a pres- 
sure of 4,000 tons each. Some of the 
-melters employed for bringing high- 
grade steel to the melting po'nt, have 
a capacity up to 90 tons each. 

The plant is equipped to employ 
115,000) men. That was the figure 
reached during the peak of war-time 
production, and upplie* to Essen alone. 
If one adds other plants, at Kiel and 
the Ruhr valley, the Krupps can fur- 
nish employment to 180,000 men. 

Only 28000 Now Working. 

As u matter of fact, however, only 
28,000 workers are now on the pay 
roll. The Krupps are going throuzh 


the same readjustments which great 
numbers of American firms had to 
face when the war was over. Before 


the war they were doing a thriving 
business with 36.000 men employed. 
If they can get back to the pre-war 
footing, they will probably consider 
themselves lucky. 

The impression made by the Krupp 
works today is a rather desolate one 
Only in the department devoted to the 
construction. of agricultural macnin- 
ery does the place -seem really busy. 
The railway locomotive construction 
department, for in tance, is equipped 
to turn out one locomotive each work- 
ing day, or about 300 a year. 

At present it has orders for only 
20 German locomotives, and a small 
number of wood-burning engines, in- 
tended for Brazil. Ship construction 
is at a low ebb. as the world gener- 
ally is overstocked with ships. 


England’s Giant Steel 
Airship to Carry 100 
London.—England’s giant 
the R-101, which is to ply between 
this country and India, is to be con 
structed of stainless steel, and is to 
have two separate decks and aceotn- 
modations for 100 passengers, 
Pussengers and crew on the R-101 
tay smoke pipes, cigars or cigarettes 
during voyages, as the engines will 
not use gasoline as fuel, but a heavy 
gus oil Instead, und by this system 
virtually all danger of fire while in 
the air will be eliminated. The sleep- 
ing quurters will consist of two-bed 
cabins, similar to steamship berths. 
According to the present plans ot 
the builders, who are working in con- 
junction with the air ministry, the 
keel of the ship will be laid down in 
July. The R-101 is to be 720 feet in 
length and 140 feet In diameter, and 
is expected to begin flights In 1926.

Five Ring Circus Realized at Last 


At last the five-ring circus! 

For years reporters have used this figure 
of speech to describe the bigness of the 
Greatest Show on Earth. Now, for the first 
time in history patrons will actually find 
five rings when the greater Ringling Broth- 
ers and Barnum & Bailey circus of 1925 
comes to Boston for one week beginning 
June 8.

That sug- 
gestion was worked out and now, in addition 
to the three dirt-floored rings, two additional 
rings have been constructed to fit over the 
tops of the steel structured stages. 

This is the greatest innovation since the 
Ringling Brothers started their super-circus 
policy by combining their own with the 
Barnum & Bailey circus. It has opened the 
way not only for trained horse numbers in 
sets of fives but for other big, new displays. 

Though there are more than eight hundred 
men and women arenic stars on the mam- 
moth program of 1925 only a few of the 
most brilliant are presented singly. Instead 
they are presented in imposing ensemble. 
These groups extend over the entire length 
of the huge main-tent—seven, nine, as many 
as eleven troupes in action at one time. In 
keeping with this plan of giving the specta- 
tors at the ends of the tent just as much 
“show” as is enjoyed by those nearer the 
center, five herds of elephants are now pre- 
sented instead of three.

Part of the camps run during the 
tmnonth of July and others during Au- 
gust, while Plattshurg, N. Y., will have 
two camps in succession,

Lest man should become unduly 
elated at his scientifie distinction, the 
chemists went on to describe what a 
colloid — is. Scientists have distin 
guished for a long time, they said, be- 
tween crystalline substances, liquids 
and gases. About a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago they began to admit that in 
addition there existed a whole range 
of substances which were glues, or 
glue-like in nature, To these was ap-

The Lincoln Spelling match, aside from 
its educational value has come to be one of 
Andover’s popular entertainments attracting 
a large and interested gathering every year. 

That this sort of contest has been espe- 
cially popular in Andover for more than 
half a century is not perhaps generally 
known. The account of a spelling match 
held in April, 1875, clipped from the Law- 
rence Journal and Citizen, carefully pre- 
served by Mrs. Joseph W. Smith, and re- 
printed below, is a choice bit of Andover 
history. The names of the judges and the 
“putter-out” as well as of many of the 
participants are familiar to all who know 
\ndover, and the story is of especial interest 
at this particular season. Mrs. Smith was 
present at the match, the account of which 
follows and also at one held previous to that 
time at Abbot academy which was _par- 
ticipated in by the students of that institu- 
tion and the Andover Theological Seminary. 
On the latter occasion, the judges were 
dressed in robes and wigs, adding seriousness 
to the occasion. 

The story from the Lawrence Journal and 
Citizen of April 24, 1875 is as follows: 


On Tuesday evening in Andover the 
thermometer was low and the wind high, but 
nevertheless the stranger or casual visitor 
might have asked, in passing through the 
streets, about half-past seven, What event 
of importance has taken place or is about to 
take place, that crowds the thoroughfares 
with pedestrians on such an evening? — 
and anyone in the secret might have replied 
that a grand spelling match was about to 
take place in the Town Hall, in which a 
number of gentlemen would contend with an 
equal number of ladies for superiority in 
that department of Sramuation! Eoowides 
called Orthography. The match created } 
considerable interest, and there was a large 
attendance of citizens. The two first prizes 
were contributed by Joseph W. Smith, Esq., 
and comprised, Ist—a superbly bound 
Worcester’s Dictionary, unabridged; 2nd— 
an elegantly bound Webster’s Dictionary, 
unabridged. The third and fourth were con- 
tributed by F. W. Draper, Esq., and were, 
3rd—an academic edition of Webster’s 
dictionary; 4th—an academic edition of 
Worcester’s dictionary. The contestants 
were selected from volunteers, and occupied 
the platform, the ladies on the right of the 
audience and the gentlemen on the left.

The judges chosen to decide all differences 
were Mr. C. P. Bancroft, Principal of the 
Hrs Academy, Mr. Wm. G. Goldsmith, 
Principal of the Punchard School, and Rev. 
F. H. Johnson. Professor J. W. Churchill, 
the well-known elocutionist, was chosen. as 
“putter-out”. Neither in the judges nor in 
the pronouncer could a better selection have 
been made. Prof. Churchill’s clear, sonorous 
voice was distinctly heard in every part of 
the hall. His words were pronounced cor- 
rectly and with a distinct articulation, every 
syllable receiving its due share of attention. 
The judges brought knowledge and un- 
jiassed minds to the contest, inspiring 
confidence in the contestants, and giving 
assurance to the audience that the match 
would be conducted in a fair and impartial 
manner. 


It was decided that the contestants would 
spell once round and retain their seats, 
whether they missed or hit, and once round 
by sides, alternately; but that on the third 
and all subsequent rounds those who missed 
would leave their seats and pass to that 
bourne from which no speller ever returns 
the same night, except on decision of the 
judges. The first round did not create much 
excitement, nor did the second, but when 
Professor Churchill with an introductory 
“hem” began the third, every eye was fixed 
upon the speller, every ear strained to catch 
the letters as they fell from the speller’s lips. 


“Dominoes’’ was the first word, and the 
young lady to whom it was given played the 
cards well, turning up the right number of 
letters. The next knew her “Catechism,” 
but the third, probably with little knowledge 
of trade, failed in ‘‘trafficking,” to the 
satisfaction of either Webster or Worcester. 
“Rectifier” lacked the necessary purity of 
orthography, but “Saponaceous,” being an 
easier word to slide over, doubtless on ac- 
count of its soapy qualities, the lady to 
whom it was given spelled it correctly. A 
boy, who may be one of the best boys in the 
world, failed to be “Penitential,” to the 
extent of retaining his seat. Another on the 
gent’s side went back badly sick with 
“Pleurisy.” Another fell on “ Fallacy,”’ and 
a young girl was killed by “ Assassination.” 
There is a rule for spelling ‘Assassinate” 
which if followed, one can never go wrong on 
the word, which is, to say the least, a difficult 
one, the first two syllables being alike. Here 
is the rule, in the form of a charade: 


‘‘My first_a beast will name — Ass; 
My second is the same — Ass; 
My third is never out — In; 
My fourth you've done no doubt —Ate; 
Combine these four in one, 
They name a crime that's done, 
By villains sore accurst, 
Of all mankind the worst. 


A member of the geni’s side tried an 
“‘Apostrophe,” but tapered off with a 
“y” and retired. A lady failed to “suc- 
ceed,’’ and ‘retired, also. A member on the 
gent’s side who 

Had not learned his ‘‘ Gazetteer,” 
Moved off in silence to the rear; 

And then a miss missed ‘‘Charioteer.” 
Things then went on from bad to worse: 
A lady failed to ‘‘ Reimburse.” 

And still the boys and girls kept falling, 
And reached the climax in ‘‘appaulling.”’ 
Alas! alas! that Mr. Bell 

Should thus ring out his own death-knell. 


The disappearance of Mr. Bell was has- 
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great amusement of the audience. But Mr. 
Bell retired in excellent humor, which 
showed his good: sense. A lady failed to 
appraise “‘appraise’’ at its true value, and 
gracefully flitted away. «A gent failed to 
discern the proper method of spelling “ dis- 
cernible,”” and went back happy. A young 
lady preferred to spell preferred “prefered” 
to spelling preferred “preferred,” and was 
referred to another seat. ‘‘Zoophyte” 
floored a boy, but the judges decided that 
the word was technical, and the boy was 


recalled. A gentleman slipped up on 
Hates Hes No wonder; he greased 
that 


coi to the rear for himself. ‘‘Con- 
ferrable’”’ brought up another on the gent’s 
side. The decision was :protested against, 
but the dictionaries sustained the “putter- 
out.” “‘Scintillate” was a little too bright 
for the boy who was recalled on “Zoophyte”’; 
he couldn’t ‘‘c’’ it, and departed smiling. 
““Asceticism” demanded more than a young 
lady could supply, and she retired, evidently 
endeavoring to mortify her feelings by 
smiling. “Haranguing” tripped another 
lady, “Hassock’’ caused one to retire and

tened by a blast from the trombone, followed 
by the air ‘Johnnie, Come Home,” to the 


“Baa” caused another to retire with lamb- 
like submission. ‘Strychnine” had long 
before this poisoned Rev. G. F. Wright, and 
sent him to a back seat. 

There now remained two ladies, Mrs. 
Mary S. Cutler and Miss Scott, and one 
gentleman, Dr. W. T. Shepard. Prof. 
Churchill gave Miss Scott a ‘‘Sockdologer,”’ 
which sent that young lady back, but a gal- 
j ant gentleman objected to the word as un- 

English. The judges sustained the objec- 
tion, and Miss Scott returned. This lady 
eventually went down on “Volcanoes,” 
omitting the ‘‘e.”” She is an excellent speller, 
nevertheless, and the fact that she came out 
third best furnishes ample proof of the fact. 
The battle was now between Mrs. Cutler and 
Dr. Shepard. The words grew in length, the 
syllables multiplied, Professor Churchill 
heaped Pelion on Ossa, and eventually Dr. 
Shepard fell beneath the weight, going out 
on the word “ Windrow.”’ But long after he 
retired Mrs. Cutler alone and unaided fought 
with Professor Churchill. He exhausted his 
written slips, and had recourse to a book, 
from which he shot othographic arrows 
that must have disabled one less familiar 
with the terms and names. For a long time 
the lady withstood the fire, but at length 
succumbed to ‘“Sauer-kraut,’’ which was 
entirely too strong for her. It was sub- 
sequently stated that the lady had not 
spelled “‘ Pharmacopoeia” correctly, omitting 
the “i.” If she did miss on this word, it was 
long after Dr. Shepard went out, and did not 
invalidate her right to the first prize. Dr. 
Shepard sustained the gentlemen’s side with 
great credit to himself, standing solitary and 
alone for a long time. 

After the tournament the band played an 
appropriate air. 

Prof. Churchill, before presenting the 
prizes, made a few remarks, in which he 
complimented the spellers on the creditable 
manner-in which they had passed through 
the ordeal. Many of them had made their 
The 
contest had to a certain extent illustrated 
the new doctrine of the scientists of the 
“survival of the fittest.”” It gave him great 
pleasure to present on behalf of the donor, 
Joseph W. Smith, Esq., the first prize to 
Mrs. Mary S. Cutler. Joseph W. Smith, 
Esq., then stepped to the platform and re- 
marked that before making the eloquent 
address it was his intention to deliver in 


| conferring on Dr. Shepard his prize, he would 
take the liberty of reading a short poem 
pertinent to the proceedings. — 

The poem was received with bursts of 
laughter and applause, At its close, Mr. 
Smith, taking the second prize in his hand, 
thus addressed Dr. Shepard: 

“Doctor: — Permit me to present you 
with this big story book. It is big enough to 
have two storeys in it. You will find in it 
both attic and cellar and a great many other 
good things, together with my speech, and 
every word correctly spelled.” 

A copy of Professor Lindsley’s ‘Tachy- 
graphic Journal” was then presented to 
ok of the first ten who went out on each 
side, by Professor Churchill; and Mr. 
Lindsley announced that he would send the 
the Journal, to each of those who had re- 
ceived it, during the current year, if fur- 
nished with their addresses. The band then 
played an appropriate air, and the audience 
gradually dispersed. The affair was highly 
interesting, and was thoroughly enjoyed by 
all present. The proceeds, which amounted 
to $140., were given to the Memorial Hall, 
an institution of which Andover is justly 
proud, perpetuating ,as it does, the memory 
of a band work nobly achieved, and con- 
ferring many educational benefits on the 
inhabitants of the town. 


Much credit is due to the gentlemen who 
arranged the match, prominent among 
whom was Geo. W. W. Dove, Esq., who 
was untiring in his efforts in making ar- 
rangements that would ensure the success 
of the affair, and to the gentlemen whose 
names have already been mentioned promi- 
nently in connection with the match. We 
cannot refrain from again mentioning Prof. 
Churchill, whose fine abilities as a pro- 
nouncer contributed largely to the success 


of the contest; the thanks of all who were | 


present are certainly due to him, inasmuch 
as in the great pressure of his multifarious 
duties he gave his time and his valuable 
acquirements to the occasion. The Andover 
people. are to be congratulated on the 
possession of such citizens. It is not every 
night that a spelling match secures as pro- 
nouncer the gratuitous services of a professor 
of elocution. 

Nor should we forget the gnetlemanly 
ushers, who by their polite and courteous 
bearing, won golden opinions. 

The following were the rules adopted: 

1. Only English words to be used; no 
proper names nor purely technical terms. 

2. Webster and Worcester to be 
authorities. 

3. Each contestant to rise to spell. 

4. Each speller to pronounce the word 
before spelling it. 

5. Errors discovered, to be corrected be- 
fore the word is finished. 

6. Those failing after the second round to 
retire to back seats. 

7. No missed word to be given to the other 
side at once.

Seasonable Notes 


With such a wonderful bloom on all our 
fruit trees, peop are just now wondering if 
all the fruit will be edible. Without spraying 
some of it might be, but with thorough 
spraying all of it may be. Clacium caseinate 
is used as a spreader and sticker. It-makes 
the spray mixture stay on longer. It can be 
omitted. To combat sucking insects such 
as plant lice, use Black Leaf 40. To combat 
leaf eating and chewing insects, one should 
use arsenate of lead. To combat scab, 
blotch and the rots, use lime sulphur. These 
sprays should be mixed in the following 
order and proportions: 

1. Water; 1 gal.; 50 gal. 

2. Calcium caseinate (if used); 1 to 2 
tbsp.; 1-2 Ib. 

3. Nicotine sulphate (Black Leaf 40); 
1 to 2 tsp.; 3-8 lb. 


4. Arsenate of lead; 1 to 2 tbsp.; 3 to 
4 lbs. 
5. Lime sulphur (dry); 3 te 4 tbsp.; 3 


to 4 lbs. 

Mixed in the above order with the above 
amounts there will be little or no waste in the 
bottom of the sprayer and no burning of the 
foliage. This is the calyx spray for apples, 
pears and quinces, and should be applied 
within 10 days from the time the petals fall. 

Shrubs and hardy perennial plants having 
the same insects and diseases can be treated 
in a like manner. 

The following should be used in place of 
commercial lime sulphur in the above spray 
mixture for peaches, pears and plums. A 
dry home mixture of 8 pounds of flour of 
sulphur, 4 pounds of hydrated lime, i.e. 
thoroughly air slaked lime, and 1-2 pound 
calcium caseinate.

Use 1-4 pound of this for the 1 
gallon mixture. Use other ingredients in the 
same proportion, 

Most of these spray ingredients can be 
bought in small amounts in which case it is 
always advisable to follow the directions as 
given by the manufacturer. 

Any of these spray ingredients can be used 
separately, or in combiaation with any one 
of the above, being careful to use the above 
proportions. 


Seals and Tuna Fish 
Have Hiding Places 


There is a mystery surrounding the 
fur seal which has never been solved. 
No one has ever been able to discover 
where they go in winter. No one has 
yet been able to make a record of 
their hiding place. 

All that is known, says the Minne- 
apolis Tribune, is that on the Islands 
of St. Paul and St. George, In Alaska. 
the seals begin to appear about the 
end of April or the first of May and 
toward the latter part of August or In 
the first weeks of September they dis- 
appear as strangely and mysteriously 
as they came. In this respect they 
are not less puzzling to scientists than 
the huge schools of tuna fish which 
appear and disappear from the waters 
of southern California regularly each 
year. 

Tuna fish have been. caught, marked 
and turned loose, with the hope that 
some of them might. be caught In oth- 
er waters during the winter months, 
but so far none of them has been cap- 
tured. A similar method of marking 
seals would do no good, for they are 
never seen during the winter months. 

Years ago the seals numbered 5,000,- 
000 Or more, where today they may be 
counted only up to four or five hun- 
dred thousand. Yet even in the days 
when they were most numerous, their 
habit of disappearing suddenly with- 
out leaving a trace of their where 
abouts and as suddenly reappearing 
after an absence of several months 
was just as mysterious as It is today.

Beautiful i in Rain Is 
Famous Dryburgh Abbey 


A beautiful ancient church, like a 
fine old painting or poem, has a mes- 
sage for people of the present day. 
It is as if the builders challenged the 
modern world in this wise: “Here is 
our ideal of beauty; it breathes the 
life of our time and marks a step in 
our progress. Do you moderns gur- 
pass us in guch expressions of 
beauty?” 

The abbey of Dryburgh lies in Ber- 
wickshire, just across the border not 
far from Abbotsford and Melrose ab- 
bey, says the Christian Science Mon- 
itor. There is a question whether it 
was founded by David I in 1150, or by 
Hugh de Morville, Probably both men 
did much for it. The abbey today is 
surrounded by orchards and noble 
trees and crowns a peninsula around 
which sweeps the Tweed river. Two 
gables are still entire, and in the west 
one is a beautifully radiated circular 
window, called the wheel of St. Cath- 
erine. The general architecture of the 
abbey shows Roman, Saxon, Norman 
‘and Gothie influences. We associate 
the spot principally with Sir Walter 
Scott, but Thompson composed his 
“Winter” here, and long before that 
Gower, the friend of Chaucer, occupied 
a cell in Dryburgh abbey. Chaucer 
himself stayed some time here with 
his friend and rival.

When Poachers Flourished 

As a profession, poaching has fallen 
off greatly. in Great Britain. A .hun- 
dred years ago the nights betweén the 
harvest and hunters’ full moons were 
the nights of the poachers’ delight, and 
there would be a steady flow of game, 
not killed by shot, to the cellars of 
dealers in country towns, to the coun- 
try inns, and to the boxes of such 
coachmen and guards and country car- 
riers as were willing to do a little 
business in handling game. A hundred- 
year-old record shows that no fewer 
than four-and-fifty poachers were shel- 
tered in Lewes jail at one time. There 
were poachers in every town and vil- 
lage, hence the threatening notices, 
“Beware of Mantraps,” still often to 
be seen in British woodlands, 


Fires in Forests 

It is not practicable to equip forests 
with lightning rods. No remedy is now 
in sight for disastrous forest fires due 
to lightning, such as have occurred on 
a vast scale in the western states dur- 
ing the Inst season, says Nature Mag- 
azine of Washington. When lightning 
strikes a tree the ordinary result is to 
splinter the wood or strip off bark 
through the sudden generation § of 
stéam. In the great majority of cases 
the tree is not set on fire. Neverthe- 
less the aggregate number of forest 
fires started by lightning is, in many 
parts of the country, greater than the 
number due to all other causes com- 
bined. 


Paper in Farming 

A 50 per cent increase in the pineap- 
ple-crops_of the Hawatian islands has 
been accomplished by use of broad 
strips of brown paper that completely 
cover the soil around the plants. The 
paper smothers the weeds, thereby 
leaving all the nourishment for the 
plants, which force their way up 
through the covering. Also, the paper 
protector conserves the moisture in 
the soil. The waste fibers of sugar 
cane, once considered valueless, are 
used for making the paper. Seventy- 
five thousand rolls of it at a cost of 
$200,000 are used: yearly to cover the 
8,500 acres of pineapple plantacions in 
the islands.
